(a) We shall confine cur shipments to vessels of 
members of your assoviation provide! space is mide avail- 
able to us at competitive rates. Should at any time 
during the period of this azreemenc any of us fail to 
secure space from ene of your members at a competitive 
rate, we hereby veree and undertake to sive your associa- 
tion Secretary-Miniger 72 hourst netice to give your mem 
bers an epportunity te meet whitever specific firm offer 
of a charter at a "going charter rate we may haves 


(b) "Competitive rate" in paragraph (a) is understood 
te be a rate appreximately UeS. $0.50 per long ton over 
the "geing charter rate" which is hereby defined as the 
Londen or New fork charter mirket rate fer the position 
desired. We coneede this premium realizing the advantages 
shippers obtain threugh Conference vessels being available 
at shert netice threugheut the seasen and beines willing tv 
lead less thin a full shi}. he agree te refuse .tfers cf 
“distressed” vessels at the abnormally low rates such ves- 
sels usually cffer. For this purp.se any cutside tcnnage 
cffering space fer lvading within a month .f the offer at 
arate lower than the "ev cine charter rate™ shall be con- 
Sidered a "distressed™ vessel. 


(c) It is mutually agreed that at the present time 
a fair and reasenable differential, ter purp.sses cf cen- 
paris.n between 2 berth term rate and an fei.e.. rate, is 
$3.50 fer leng ten, which shall be exclusive .f the premium 
ef approximately U.S. 30.50 per long ton referred te in 
paragraph (b). It is accepted that chanzing evnditicns may 
mike an amendment tc this differentisl .f $3.50 per long 
ten necessary in the futuree

ment Form "BY" 5 for every individual bu oking we may ake 
with any .f your members ant te abide by its terms and :
